GOALER's DUTY and General RULES 
for the REGULAT10N of the PRISON. 


HAT every denomination 'of priſoners ſhall 
be kept entirely ſeparate, conformable to the 
intent and meaning of the Act of 24 G. 3. c. 54- 
Sect. 4. by which it is enacted, that, the ſaid 
juſtices of the peace, as well in the choice of the 
ground as in determining upon the plans for build- 


ing, rebuilding, enlarging, or altering ſuch goals, 


and the yards, courts, and outletts thereof, ſhall 


as far as conveniently may be, procure ſuch.mea- 


ſures, and adopt ſuch plans, as ſhall provide ſepa- 
rate and diſtinct places of confinement,and dry and 
airy cells, in which the ſeveral priſoners of the fol- 
lowing deſcriptions reſpectively may be confined 
as well by day as by night, namely, Priſoners con- 
victed of felony, priſoners committed on charge 
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ot fuſpicion of felony, priſoners committed for or 
adjudged to be guilty of miſdemeanors only, and 
debtors ; the males of each claſs to be ſeparated 
from the females, and a ſeparate place of confine- - 
ment to be provided for ſuch priſoners as are in- 
tended to be examined' as witnefles on behalf of 


any proſecution of any indictment for felony ; and 
alſo ſeparate and diſtinct infirmarics or tek wards 
for the men and the women,” 


II. That the goaler ſhall not on any account or 
pretence whatſoever demand of or take from any 
Priſoner in his cuſtody any money or other matter 
for fees, garniſh money, or chamber rent, or for 
or at the entrance or diſcharge of any priſoner. 


III. That the goalor ſhall moſt ſtrictly prohibit 
and forbid” the demanding, taking, or receiving 
of any fees, garniſh money, or other matter by the 
priſoners, from one another on any account or pre- 
tence whatſoever. | | 


IV. That the goaler ſhall provide and keep in 
exact order (at the e pence of the county), ſcales, 
weights and meaſures, legally ſtamped, for the uſe 
of the priſoners, and ſhall ſee that no fraud is 
practiſed with reſpect to the county allowance of 
bread, but that the contra is honeſtly and faith- 


fully Fed, 
V. That the goaler mall provide (at the expence 
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of the county) coals, ſoap, vinegar, blankets, 
coverlids, ticks, ſtraw, mops, fand, brooms, 
bruſhes,. pails, waſhing bowls, towels, and coal 
boxes, for the neceſſary uſe of the priſoners, ſo that 
their perſons and all parts of the priſon may be 
kept as much as poſſible in a ſtate of cleanlineſs 
and health ; and ſhall deliver in an account of the 


fame and the expences incurred at every Quartet 


Seſſions to be held at Ipſwich. 


vI. That no fire or candle ſhall be allowed in 
the cells of any convidts or perſons committed on 
charge of felony or miſdemeanors, 


VII. That the goalerſhall takeeſpecial care that 
every day room, night room, and cell, as well debt- 
ors as felons, ſhall be ſwept out clean by one or 
more priſoners in rotation every day before break- 
faſt, and waſhed every morning in the ſummer and 


twice a week in the winter, the day rooms by fix 


o'clock in the ſummer and eight in the winter. 


VIII. That the goaler ſhall not permit any felon 


or felons. to be with or to haye any ſort of inter- 


courſe with the debtors. 


* * That no viſitors, ſhall be en into 
the goal on ſundays. 


KX. That all perſons going into the vriſan f ſhall 
be ſearched by the goaler or turnkey, to prevent 
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the introduction of liquors or tools that might 
facilitate the eſcape of priſoners. 


XI. That all proviſions or other things brought 
into the goal ſhall be open to the inſpection of 


the goaler or turnkey, 


XII. That towels and water tubs ſhall be cbn- 
veniently placed for the priſoners of the different 
deſcriptions, and ſupplied with freſh water every 
day. 


XIII. That the wife or children of any priſoner 
ſhall not be permitted to ſleep in the goal, nor viſi- 
tors of any kind. 


XIV. That the inſide of the priſon ſhall be 
completely white - waſhed once in every year, in 
the fammer under the direCtion of the magiſtrates; 
that the white waſh ſhall be made of quick lime, 
mixed with boiling water, and uſed quite hot. 


XV. That no priſoner ſhall throw any aſhes, 
rubbiſh, or other dirt or filth into any part of the 
yard, except ſuch place or places as the goaler 
ſhall appoint for that purpoſe ; nor throw down 
into the ſewers, any ſticks, ſtones or other things, 
tiable to cauſe obſtructions therein, or make water 
_—_ any Part of the building, 


XVI. T hat neither the es or any one under. 
him, or any priſoner of any deſcription whatever, 


IÞ as? 


ſhall be permitted to ſell liquor or any other arti- 
cles whatſoever, either by wholeſale or retail in the 
goal; neither ſhall the goalet or any one under him 
have any benefit or advantage whatever directly 
or indirectly from the ſale of any thing, or be 
concerned or intereſted directly or indirectly in 
any profits or advantages, to be derived from pro- 
viding meat, drink, cloaths, or other things for 
any of the priſoners, under the penalty of rol. and 
diſmiſſion from his employment. And ſhall not 
ſuffer any wine or ſpirituous liquors to be brought 
into the goal, unleſs by order in writing from the 
ſurgeon. | 


XVII. That the goaler ſhall not take any in- 
dulgence money from any of the priſoners upon 
any conſideration whatſoever; neither ſhall he take 
at any time, any money for the admiſſion of per- 
ſons to ſee the goal or the priſoners therein. 


XVIII. That the goaler ſhall ring the bell for 
locking upat ſunſet every evening, and at the open- 
ing the wards and cells every morning, which ſhall 
be at 8 o'clock in the months of November, De- 
cember, January, February, and March, and in 
the reſt of the year not later than 6 o'clock; 


XIX. That the goaler ſhall every day viſit every 
part of the priſon (except prevented by ſickneſs 
or necefſary abſence), and every cell morning and 
evening, and ſhall conſtantly attend at chapel dur- 
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E 
ing divine ſervice, and give in a liſt to the chap- 
lain of ſuch perſons as ſhall be abſent; with the 
cauſes of ſuch abſence. 


XX. That the . ſhall be not only in gene- 
5 attentive to the regulations reſpecting liquor, 
but that he be partieularly careful that only milk 

or water ſhall be conveyed to any convicts under 

ſentence of death, from their condemnation to 
their execution, and that-ſuch perſons be confined 
entirely to the condemned cells. 


XXI. That a priſoner of the firſt-claſs, or ſome 
other perſon, ſuch as the goaler has confidence in, 


ſhall be ſtationed in the grounds during the airing 


hours of ſuch claſs, to inſpe& the behaviour of 
thoſe. who are airing, and report when relieved 
in general terms their behaviour, as all well. or 
otherwiſe.

XXII. That the goaler ſhall keep a regiſter in | 
the committee room, divided into regular columns, 
in which he ſhall enter the following particulars of 


_ every priſoner committed to his charge, viz. name, 
place of abode, age, ſtature, complexion, colour 


of hair, employment, carnings, by whom com- 
mitted; for-what offence, ſentence, when and how 
diſcharged,” and remarks on general behaviour; 


which regiſter ſhall be open to the inſpection of 


the juſtices, and ſhall be returned to every Quar- 
ter Seſſio ns, held at Woodbridge and Ipſwich; and 
an extract thereof to the Seſſions at Beccles. 
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XXIII. That the goaler ſhall provide and keep 
one or more book or books, in which he ſhall write 
down the name of every priſoner, who ſhall in any 
way behave ill, or be refractory and diſobedient, 
ſpecifying his offence, and the nature and term of 
his puniſhment ; and he ſhall inſert the names of 
ſuch priſoners who ſhall obſerve theſe rules, regu- 
larly attend divine ſervice, and behave in a peace- 
able, orderly manner; and ſhall produce ſuch 
books to the viſiting juſtices, and at the Quarter 


Seſſions for the diviſions of . Wenn 
and Ipſwich. 


XXVI. That the goaler ſhall deliver at every 
QuarterSeſions, to be held at Ipſwich, an account 
of the county cloaths in his poſſeſſion, exhibited 
in regular columns, under the ſeveral heads fol- 
lowing, viz. ſhirts, jackets, trowſers, gowns, petti- 
coats, ſhifts, ſtockings, ſhoes, ballance of Taſt Sef- 
fions, provided fince, worn out, total ballance, re- 


marks; which account ſhall be open at all times 
to the inſpection of the Juſtices. 


XXV. Thatthe be ſhall give up his wits 
time to the duties of his office, and ſhall not be 
permitted to hold any other office whatſoever ; 
neither ſhall he abſent himſelf from the priſon on 
any occaſion, (except to attend the aſſizes or ſeſ- 
ſions for the county, or to obey any writ or writs 
of habeas: . or r orders of _ or ſeſſions),

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without leave in writing from a magiſtrate of the 
county. 
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PRISON ERS Committed on Charge of 
Frroxv, or MISDEMEANORS. 


I. That every priſoner of this deſcription ſhall 
have his cloaths and linen taken off, and himſelf _ 
to be cleaned and waſhed, and afterwards clothed 
in the priſon uniform, his own cloaths cleaned and 
baked, and: then ticketed and laid up for him to 
be put on again at his trial or diſcharge. If he 
ſhall be unhealthy, and ſuſpected of any contagi- 
ous complaint, or has been removed by habeas 


corpus from any other priſon, he ſhall be put into 


the lazaretto until examined by the ſurgeon, and 
and then in the priſon uniform into his cell, if 
found free from infection; but perſons infected 
ſhall remain in the lazaretto, or be removed to the 


infirmary, as ſhall be judged proper. 


II. That every priſoner accepting county relief, 


- ſhall execute any employment, of which he is ca- 


pable, (che fame not being ſevere. labaur), to the 


beſt of his power and ability. 


III. That if any priſoner fo employed, wall be 
remiſs or negligent 3 in performing his work, or 
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deſtroy the materials intruſted with him, the coun- 
ty allowance ſhall be diſcontinued. 


IV. That every priſoner ſhall empty his urinal, 
waſhitand ſupply. his zug with freſh water every day. 


V. That they ſhall not be at liberty to diſguiſe 
themſelyes during their being in priſon, by cutting 
off their hair, or by letting it grow ſo as to deceive 
the proſecutor ; but in the ſtate they are regiſtered 
at their entry, they ſhall be put upon their trials. 


VI. That the priſoners in rotation, ſhall every 
day pump up a full ſupply of water, for the uſe 
of the priſon, as well to waſh and cleanſe the ſew- 
ers, as for any orher N the goaler ſhall 
appoint. 


VII. That they may have any books which the 
chaplain or committee ſhall approve; and each 
priſoner that can read ſhall have a bible and prayer 

book in his cell, and be accountable for them, 


vn. That they ſhall not have any 1 or 


bedding other than what belong to the priſon, .4 
IX. That in caſe any priſoner ſhall wantonly : 


break or miſuſe his urinal, he ſhall not air or exer- 


ciſe that day, nor have his uſual breakfaſt ; unleſs 


he ſhall be deemed ill by the ſurgeon; in which 
caſe he ſhall be put on the fick-liſt, and be treated 


accordingly ; ; but if this praktice n be frequent, 
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he ſhall be deemed edn pad and treated accord-

XI. That no abuſe, in treatment, quarrelling, 


or affray, ſhall be ſuffered amongſt the priſoners: 


nor drunkenneſs, curſing, ſwearing, obſcene, or 


Indecent language: nor gaming by dice, cards, 


{kittles, or any other method whatſoever, on pain 
of being puniſhed by cloſer confinement, or fetter- 


ing or withholding their allowance; wbich pu- 


niſhment the goaler is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to infli&t for the above offences, or other 
acts of diſobedience to theſe rules and orders; 
but the goaler ſhall not continue the puniſhment

XII. T hat the following 8 wall be cog- 


nizable by the goaler, viz, diſobey ing any of the 


rules or orders laid down for the government of the 


Priſon, ſtriking, threatening, abuſing, or otherwiſe 


reſiſting the goaler or turnkey ; ; diſreſpectful be- 


haviour to the chaplain, paſſing the fence allotted 
to his claſs, attempting to eſcape or conſpiring fo 


o do, wilfully ſpoiling or deſtroying any goods 
belonging to the priſon, not obeying at the hours 
of Jocking up, not furniſhing his cell with water, 
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not emptying and cleaning his urinal, not cleaning 


the cells, not pumping up water, noiſy or riotous 
behaviour, profane or indecent language, irreve- 
rent behaviour at chapel, 'or BASU therefrom, 
without a ſufficient excuſe. © „ 


XIV. That every priſoner ſhall have a daily al- | 


lowance of one pound and an half of good whole- 
ſome wheaten bread, one day old, fairly weighed 


out by the priſon ſcales, and alſo one penny worth 


of milk or whey, or one quart of ſmall beer; theſe 
allowances of provifions to be given out every 


morning as ſoon as the rooms ſhall be cleaned: 


but ſhall be entirely withheld from all thoſe whoſe 
hands and faces are not waſhed, and their-perſons 
clean and neat, or who ſhall neglect to empry and 
. waſh their urinals or clean their cells. | |

Xv. Upon commitment of a priſoner hw his 


| cloaths are changed, every thing about his perſon, 
ſuch as papers, knives, money, books, or whatever 
he may have at the time, ſhall be entered againſt 
his name in the ledger book, the articles ſealed 
up and kept by the keeper till his diſcharge, un- 
leſs ordered to the contrary by the committee; or 
if money laid out by the keeper to his order for 
extra food, ſnch as is plain and wholeſome; but no 
ale, wine, or ſpirituous liquors, or in feeing advo- 
cates or other lawful occaſions, and accounted for 
by the keeper. No knives, forks, or other matter

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or things by which they may do themſelves harm, 


or facilitate their eſcape, to be allowed to any 
. Priſoner, but their victuals to be cut and carri- 


ed to them by the goaler or turnkey. There | 
ſhall be an account opened in a ledger for each 
priſoner, ofthe money he brings in or receives 


from his friends, whilſt in priſon ; and if any 
| ſhall be minded to work, he ſhall have his earn- 


ings, after deducting ſuch part as ſhall neceſſarily 
be laid out by the keeper in providing materials, 


and a reaſonable charge for the trouble it may oc- 
caſion, to be ſettled by a committee. 


XVI. That this deſcription of priſoners ſhall be 


locked up in their cells every evening, within one 
hour after ſunſet, 


XVII. That as an encouragement to induſtry 
and cleanlineſs, good order and ſober deportment, 


and a due as well as decent attendance on religious 


worſhip; an extra allowance ſhalt be made on every 
ſunday, of half a pound of beef with one quart of 
broth, to every priſoner who ſhall have behaved 
well during the preceding week : but all allow- 


- nces ſhall be kept back from ſuch, priſoners as 


Mall not have conducted him, her, or themſelves 


ſo as to be deſerving of this reward. 


XVIII. That perſons having actual bufineſs 
with priſoners before trial, may viſit them every 


day (ſundays excepted) in the viſiting room, be- 
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tween the hours of one and three ; and at no other : 


time on-any account Whatever. 


XIX. That the women ſhall be permitted to 
waſh themſelves, and to have their cloaths chang- 


ed, under the inſpection of the goaler's wife or one | 


other woman only. 


XX, That this deſcription of priſoners ſhall be 
claſſed, and- each claſs kept ſeparate, that they 


may be wholly out of their cells two hours in the 
morning and two hours in the afternoon ; ſo as 
that by turns they may all enjoy the benefit of air- 
ing and exerciſe, in the day time; thoſe who work, 


ſhall be allowed to be in their working rooms as 


long as they pleaſe, but not at liberty only in the 
hours of airing and exerciſe ; they ſhall have 
their provifion in the cells, unleſs they chuſe to 


eat it during the hours of airing. The firſt claſs. 


to be aired from eight till ten; ſecond, ten till 
twelve; third, twelve till two, Firſtclaſs again, 
from two till four; ſecond olaſs, four till fix ; 


third claſs, five till eight; unleſs when the days are 


ſhorter, then the third claſs, which are conſidered 
che worſt, fnall have only one hour ; but in winter, 
the ſecond airing ſhall be only for one hour each 
claſs. They ſhall not have communication with 
their cells during the hours of airing and exerciſe, 


but the cells ſhall be cleaned and examined during |

CONVICTS. 


I. Priſoners after conviction, ſhall have their 
own cloaths taken off again, and a dreſs of yellow 
and blue, put on; in ſummer a canvaſs dreſs. 
Their ſentence ſhall be regiſtered 3 in the convict 
book; they ſhall be numbered and clafſed, ſhorn 
of their hair, and have one hour's airing if they 
behave well ; ſhall not have any book except the 


bible and prayer book. That no viſitors ſhall 


be allowed, to convicts on any account; upon pay- 


ing one penny at the lodge, their triends may know 
if they are in health. | 


"bt Every thing about a convicts perſon, ſuch 
as papers; knives, money, books, or whatever elſe 
he may have at the time, ſhall be entered againſt 
his name in the lodge book, and the articles ſhall 


be ſealed up, and kept by the . until his 


diſcharge. 
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III. Priſoners convicted, ſhall have no money or 
allowance whatever, beyond the goal allowance. 


IV. That the goaler ſhall, during the time pre- 
ſcribed for the impriſonment and hard labour of 
ſuch offenders, keep them (fo far as is confiſtent 
with their age, health, or ability,) to labour of the 
hardeſt and moſt ſervile kind, in which drudgery 
is chiefly required, and where the work is leaſt 


liable to be ſpoiled by ne; neglect, or 
obſtinacy. 


V. That 3 the hours of reſt, they ſhall be 
kept entirely ſeparate and apart from each other, 
and be lodged in ſeparate rooms and cells ; and 
alſo during the hours of labour, as far as the nature 


of their employments will admit, * ſhall be 
kept ſeparate and apart. 


VI. That they ſhall be employed (unleſs pre- 
vented by ill health), every day (except ſundays, 
chriſtmas day, and goodfriday), for ſo many hours 
as the day light in the different ſeafons of the-year 
will admit, not exceeding 12 hours, being allowed 
there out, to reſt half an hour at breakfaſt, an hour 
at dinner, and half an hour at ſupper ; and that 
the interval ſhall be noticed by theringing of 2 bell. 


VII. That the goaler ſhall adapt the various

as ſhall be ſuited to his or ber ſtrength and ability 
regard being had to age and ſex. | | 


VIII. That the males and females ſhall be em- 
ployed, and ſhall eat and lodge in ſeparate apart-. 
ments, and ſhall have no intercourſe or communi- 
cation with each other 


IX. That every ſuch priſoner ſhall be ſuſtained 
with bread, and any coarſe but wholeſome food; 
but perfons under the care of the ſurgeon, ſhall be 
allowed ſuch food and liquor as he ſhall direct. 


X. That the goaler and his aſſiſtants ſhall be 
very watchful and attentive, in ſeeing that the per- 
ſons committed are conſtantly employed, during 
the hours of work; and if any perſon ſhall be 
found remiſs or negligent in performing his work, 
or ſhall wilfully waſte, ſpoil, or damage the ma- 
terials, he ſhall be puniſhed as hereafter directed. 


XI. That if any ſuch We ſhall refuſe to 
obey the orders of the goaler, or ſhall be guilty of 
profane curſing or ſwearing, or of any indecent 
behaviour or expreffions, or of any aſſaults, quarrel, 
or abufive words, to or with any other perſon ; he 
or ſhe ſhall be puniſhed for the ſame as hereafter 
reed. 


XII. The goaler to have power to puniſh for a 
the above offences, by cloſer confinement, and 
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hall e enter in a book (to be kept by him fr the 
inſpection of the juſtices at the quarter ſeſſions, 
and the viſiting juſtices) the name of every per- 
ſon ſo puniſhed, the offence, and the duration of 
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the pamfiment, and his behaviour under it. 


XII. That if any offender during his confines | 
ment, ſhall have been induſtrious and obedient, 
the chaplain and viſiting juſtices, may, on his diſ- 
charge, give him a certificate of his good beha- 
viour, and if they believe he is actually and ſin- 
cerely reformed in his manners, they ſhall expreſs 
the ſame in the certificate ; and no perſon ſhall be 
diſmiſſed, (unleſs at his own requeſt), if he labours 
under any acute and dangerous diſtemper, nor un» 
til in the opinion of the ſurgeon, he can be diſ- 
charged with ſafety ; - and when diſcharged, his 
own or other decent cloaths ſhall be delivered 
to him ; together with ſuch ſums of money, as the 
viſiting juſtices or committee ſhall judge neceſſary, 
for ſubſiſtance to the place of his legal ſettlement, 
not exceeding ten ſhillings ; and in caſe he ſhall 
have obtained a certiſicate of good behaviour, he 
ſhall receive a further ſum, in proportion to the | 
term of his impriſonment, not exceeding three 
pounds ; ; and in caſe he ſhall be able to procure 
any reſpectable maſter of a ſhip or tradeſman, or | 
ſubſtantial houſekeeper, that will take him into 
ſervice ; that at the end of one year's ſervice, if 


ſuch maſter will certify that he hath ſerved ſoberly 
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and honeſtly during all that year, the juſtices in 
quarter ſeffions, may allow him a further ſum not 


exceeding his former allowance ; but ſuch certi-

XIV. That the goal allowance ſhall be diſcon-

CONDEMND to DIE | 
I. By 25 G. 2. c. 37. It is enacted, © that from 


and after the conviction of any perſon, convicted 


of the horrid crime of murder, and judgement 
given thereupon, the goaler or keeper, 'to whom 


| Juch perſon ſhall be delivered for fafe cuſtody, 
| mall confine ſuch perſon : in ſome cell or other ſafe 


place, ſeparate and apart from all other priſoners ; ; 


and no perſons whatſoever, except the goaler or 
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keeper, or his ſervants, ſhall have acceſs to any 
ſuch priſoner, without liqnce being firſt obtained 
for that purpoſe, under the hand of ſuch judge, 
before whom ſuch offender ſhall have been tried, 
or under the hand of the ſheriff, his deputy, or 
under ſheriff; and after ſentence paſſed, till exceu- 
tion thereof, ſuch offender ſhall be fed with bread 
and water only, and with no other food or liquor 
whatſoever ; ſave only in the caſe of receiving the 
holy ſacrament, or in caſe of any violent ſicknefs 
or wound ; in which caſe ſome known phy fician, 
ſurgeon, or apothecary may be admitted by the 
goaler or keeper ; ; the name of ſuch phyſician or 
apothecary, and the place of his abode being. firſt 
entered in the books of ſuch priſon, and in caſe 
any goaler or keeper ſhall neglect to put in execu- 
tion, the directions and regulations hereby enacted, 
he ſhall forfeit his office, and be fined in the for

II. That all perſons condemn'd to die for any 


crime, not being the crime of murder, ſhall be 


confined to the cells appropriated to their claſs; 


and ſhall be daily brought out to air upon the —_ 


of the priſon. 


III. That over and above the ordinary * 
ance from the county, they ſhall be permitted to 
received, or (if enabled) to purchaſe for them- 
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ſelves, any additional ſuſtenance, not prohibited by 
the general rules; and in caſe it ſhall appear to the 


chaplain, that any ſuch priſoner is deſtitute of 


friends, or of means of providing additional food, 
he may direct a ſmall extra allowance from the 
county, either in meat or vegetables; and the 
written order of the chaplain, ſhall be the voucher 
for the articles in the governor's accounts. How- 
ever, all the indulgences above mentioned are to 
be ſubject to the controul of the ſherift, chap- 


lain, or viſiting juſtice, in caſe any bad uſe ſhall 


be made thereof, or the ſame ſhall appear to _ 
any evil tendency. 


IV. That their friends and relations ſhall be ad- 
mitted to them, at their own particular requeſt, 
between the hours of 9 and 11 in the forenoon, 
and 2 and 4 in the afternoon ; but one perſon only 
ſhall go into the cell at one and the ſame time, 
except only in the caſe of relations or children who 


may come with a parent; at all other hours they 


muſt be kept quiet and undiſturbed, the gates of 
the divifion ſhall be locked, and no other perſon 
admitted but the officers and chaplain, to the pri- 
ſon; or ſuch other clergyman as may attend at the 
requeſt of the priſoner, if he ſhould not be of the 

church of England. | 


V. That no other perſon ſhall be admitted with- 


out the written order of the ſheriff, magiſtrate, or 
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chaplain, which order ſhould not be granted, but 


on making it appear, that the perſon applying has 
actual bufineſs with the condemned perſon ; or 


applies for the purpoſe of inveſtigating any rob- 


bery or theft ; but the goaler is moſt peremptorily 
enjoined not to ſhew any priſoner in this unhappy 


ſtate, to any perſon, who appears prompted by no 


other motive than curioſity ; and the complaint, 


of any priſoner to the chaplain, of being ſo ſhewn, 
ſhall be attended to and reported to the juſtices, 


DEBTORS. By 


As the rules and regulations propoſed for the deb- 
tors priſon, are intended purely for the preſer- 
vation of their health and morals, and for pro- 


moting that decency and good order, which muſt : 


be their common benefit; a due ſubmiſſion to 


them will be expected of every debtor. By a | 


contrary conduct, they will render themſelves 
unworthy of the magiſtrates” attention to their 


misfortunes ; and they will be liable to all ſuch - . 


claims and conſequences, as the goaler may by 
law or uſuage have power to impoſe. 


I. That each debtor ſhall have a ſeparate room, 
and ſhall be let out of their rooms, (i. e.) the door 
unfaſtened on the outſide at eight o'clock in the 
morning, and be left at liberty the whole of the

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day till fun-fet; they may have free acceſs to their 
rooms all day; they may have a candle in their 
rooms till eight o'clock, then all lights muſt be 
pus out at tbe ringing of a bell, on pain of being 
cloſely confined to a refractory cell; and they 


ſhall be locked up in the months of November, 


December, January, February, and March at eight 


 o*'#lock, and the reſt of the year at nine o'clock ; 


the indulgence of having lights in their cells, may 


be withdrawn by the goaler, at his diſcretion in . 
caſe of miſbehaviour. 


H. That no knife or fork ſhall be allowed to be 
kept by any debtor, except at meals, and immed- 
ately afterwards to be delivered up to the goaler. 


II. That every debtor ſhall clean his own cell, 
before he leaves it in the morning, and empty his 


urinal, or pay the ſcurry man for doing it for him, 
at one ney per day. 


IV. In ane any debtor ſhall wantonly miſuſb a or 
break his urinal, he ſhall be conſined in a refractory 
cell for one day, for the firſt offence, and for every 
other, as: the viſiting juſtices or committee ſhall 


direct. 


V. That every debtor ſhall remain in his cell 
until the cleaning it is accompliſhed, upon pain 


of being locked, up there for the remainder of the 


EF 
day ;-The ſcurry man for the debtors, ſhall be 
allowed the money he earns to his own uſe, 


VI. Debtors may be vifited by their friends 
between the hours of ten and four on any day, 
ſundays excepted. 


VII. That the debtor may dreſs raw victuals, 
and if eaten at the common table, may have the 
uſe of Knives and forks, returning them to the 
keeper immediately after dinner, as they are not 
on any pretence to be out of his poſſemon but 
from 12 till 2 o'elock. 


VIII. That no more than one quart of beer 
ſhall be allowed to be brought into the priſon for 
any debtor each day, and no wine or fpirituous 
liquors on any account, except under the direction 
of the ſurgeon, or viſiting juſtice, until there ſhall 
be a committee; and the goaler is ſtrictiy charged 
to ſee that this regulation is adhered to, according 
to its intention and without collufion ; and if any 
priſoner ſhall be detected in making uſe of the 
name of any other priſoner, for the purpoſe of 
obtaining any greater quantity of beer, the priſoner - 
conſenting to lend his name, and the priſoner ' 
receiying it, ſhall be deprived of Mr, Pemberton's 
charity, until ordered otherwiſe by. the committee. 


IX. That the debtors ſhall be allowed to Bü 
N E 
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milk, twice in every day, from 8 till 9 in the 
morning, and from 4 till ; in the afternoon , and 
that from 11 till 2, victuals may be biegt in 
under the inſpection of the goaler. 


X. That no animals to create filth, ſhall be per- 


mitted among the priſoners, ſuch as birds, fowls, 


dogs, cats, rabbits, pigs ; nor ſhall the keeper 
have any animals in any part of the priſon ; nor 
hall any horſe be kept within the walls of the 
goal; except that the goaler ſhall be allowed to 
Keep two cats, to prevent vermin, and two dogs 
in his houſe or grounds, as a ſafe guard. 


XI. That ſuch debtors as refuſe or negle& to 
adhere, to the rules laid down by the magiſtrates, 
ſhall be confined in the refractory cells, and the 
protection and aſſiſtance of the magiſtrates intend- 
ed to them, and alſo Mr. Pemberton's charity ſhall 
be withdrawn, until a report ſhall be made of their 
good behaviour to the committee, viſiting ma- 
giſtrate, or chaplain. 


XII. That debtors confined to the refractory 
cells, if they think themſelves aggrieved, may ap- 
peal to the viſiting juſtices at any fitting, who ſhall 


decide on the propriety of the confinement ; and 
at every ſuch fitting, the governor ſhall deliver to 


the ſaid juſtices, a liſt of the priſoners under fuch 
confinement, with the cauſe thereof; and the 
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Juſtices ſhall confirm or annul the ſame, as ſhall 
to them ſeem proper. 


XIII. That if any debtor ſhall be guilty of drunk- 
enneſs, profane curſing and ſwearing, gaming by 
dice, cards, or otherwiſe irreverent conduct at 
chapel, or diſreſpectful behaviour to the chaplain, 
or ſhall aſſault, quarrel with, uſe abuſive words, 
or defraud his fellow priſoner, or ſhall wilfully 
waſte, ſpoil or deſtroy any goods belonging to the 
county committed to his care to manufacture, or 
ſhall attempt to eſcape, or conſpire ſo to do, he 
ſhall be removed from the magiſtrate” s Protec- 
tion, into the refractory cell, and Pemberton's 
charity withheld from him. 3 
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CHAPLAIN'S DUTY 


I. That he ſhall read prayers and preach a ſer- 
mon every ſunday, and alſo read prayers every 
friday” or wedneſday morning, and on chriſtmas- 

day, good · friday, and on government faſt and 
| thankſgiving days occafionally appointed, and 
ſhall adminiſter the holy ſacrament four times 
in every year. 


II. That he ſhall attend all ſuch priſoners as 


| are under ſentence of death every day, and ſhall

4 III. That he ſhall purchaſe at his diſcretion and 
at the expence of the county, bibles and common 


1 prayer-books, and other pious tracts which he may

IV. That he ſhall enter in the regiſter for that 
purpoſe, the names of every:-priſoner who ſhall be 
abſent from chapel ; and ſhall ſee that the rules 
recommended by the truſtees for the charity be- 
queathed by the late Mr. PEMBERTON be obſerved 
by the debtors ; and ſhall keep an account of all 
monies and other gifts ſent to the goal, in what 
manner the ſame is expended or applied, and ſhall 
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minute the particulars in a book to be kept in the 
eommittee- room. 


V. That the chaplain to the goal ſhall be the 
only clergyman of the eſtablished church permit- 
ted to attend or viſit the priſoners at and before 
the time of execution, except at thc particular re. 
queſt of any priſoner under ſentence of death, and 
that requeſt being firſt notified to the chaplain : 
but if any priſoner ſhall declare himſeW as diſſent- 
ing from the doctrines of the eſtablished church, 
then one miniſter of the fuith and perſuaſion of 
the ſaid priſoner may be permitted to vifit and at- 
tend him: provided, that ſuch miniſter ſhall not 
viſit or attend upon any other priſoner, not of ſuch 
declared faith and perſuation. |

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SURGEON'S DUTY. 


I. That he ſhall regularly perſonally attend all 
the fick priſoners of every deſcription, and provide 
proper medicines for them; and twice a week 
ſhall ſee every priſoner, whether confined in ſoli- 

tude or otherwiſe; he ſhall enquire into the ſtate 
of his or her body or mind; and where he ſhall 
have reaſon to believe that either the one or the 
other is materially affected by the diſcipline or 
diet, he ſhall inform the governor thereof, who 
ſhall ſuſpend any puniſhment, or vary ſuch pri- 
ſoner's diet as directed; he ſhall at every viſit en- 
ter his obſervations and directions in a journal to 

be kept for that purpoſe, which ſhall be the goal- 
ers juſtification until the next viſiting meeting of 
the viſiting juſtices who ſhall enquire into the caſe 

and order accordingly. 
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II. That he ſhall attend immediately on notice 
from the governor of any fickneſs, or of any new 
commitment that may require examination of a 
priſoner before paſling into the priſon. 


III. That he ſhall attend and report to the 
juſtices at the Quarter Seſſion s at Ipſwich, as to 
the health of the priſoners under his care, and the 
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ſtate of the infirmary, and ſhall mention any im- | 


provement he ſhall think neceſſary for the health 
of the priſoners in the goal or infirmary. 


IV. The ſurgeon ſhall write in his journal what 
extra bedding, food, or liquors are neceſſary for 
the uſe of the priſoners ; and ſuch order ſhall 
be confidered- as an authority for the goaler to 


procure the ſame, and ſhall be a neceſſary voucher 
for the article in his account. 


V. That he ſhall uſe his endeavour that the 
nurſes diſcharge their duty properly. 


VI. That he ſhall attend the viſiting juſices at 
their meeting when required. 


VII. That he ſhall as often as poffible ſee the 
bread weighed in the goal ſcales, and examine 


the quality of ſuch bread, and report his opinion 
thereon to the committee.
